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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of the Town of Alfred. 


I submit, for your consideration, the annual re- 
port of the Schools of the Town of Alfred. 


The present enrollment in the elementary 
schools is as follows: grades 7-8: 32; grades 5-6: 26; 
grades 3-4: 34; grades 1-2: 50; Shaker Village-8. For 
information relative to the high school I would refer 
you to the report of the Principal. 


There have been some changes in the teaching 
staff during the year. Mr. Carleton L. Walker, Prin- 
cipal and Miss Carolyn L. Hodgdon, Assistant, re- 
signed at the end of the spring term and the vacan- 
cies thus created were filled by the election of Mr. 
Elwin F. Towne and Miss Thelma A. Moss. Miss 
Lois Clough resigned early in the spring term and 
Mrs. Howard Clark substituted in the grammer 
school for the remainder of the term. At the be- 
ginning of the fall term Mrs. Arthur Gould was 
transferred from the Shaker school to grades 5-6 in 
the village, Mrs. Kate L. Pike is teaching at Shaker 
Village. During the present term Mrs. Kenneth West 
resigned from the primary school position and the 
vacancy was filled by Mrs. Howard Clark. 


The schools have been financed within the ap- 
propriations but a glance at the financial statement 
will show that the balances carried forward last year 
have been nearly expended. Several factors enter 
into this situation. Last year at the time of closing 
the town books, schools had been maintained but

thirty-five weeks. The report for this year shows 
maintainance of schools for thirty-eight weeks. <A 
year ago last fall an additional room was opened in 
the grade schools. The fiscal report of last Febru- 
ary showed payment of only a portion of the salary | 
of the teacher employed for that position. There has 
also been necessity for a larger expenditure for text 
books. equipment and supplies. | 


This year we received from the State, the a- 
mount of $2384.00 from the equalization fund. This 
payment is made to those towns which have school 
and municipal tax rates in excess of the average 
corresponding rates for the state. In estimating 
budget for the coming year this item cannot be defin- 
itely included as a resource. There is still due the 
town seventy-five dollars for tuition. 


During the year we have added one conveyance 
route. Those pupils who reside in the neighborhood 
of Poole’s Crossing and who were formerly tuition 
pupils in the Sanford schools, are now transported 
to the village. This arrangement was necessitated 
by the discontinuance of trolley service between 
Sanford and Kennebunk. 


For information relative to work accomplished 
in music I refer you to the report of the Supervisor 
of Music. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of 
the Committee, the teachers and citizens of the town 
for their loyalty and support during the past year.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Board 
of Alfred: 


I submit for your consideration the following 
report of Alfred High School beginning September 
6: 1927. 


The total number of pupils registered, 45. Girls 
24, boys 24. Seniors 8, Juniors 9, Sophomores 13, 
Freshmen 15, 


As usual two courses are offered, the general 
course and college preparatory. This year 27 out of 
a total of 45 have elected the latter indicating per- 
haps intentions of advancing to higher institutions 
of learning. 


To my mind the High School of today has two ° 
great aims: first, to prepare a student for citizen- 
ship. To be a successful Democracy the intellectual 
objective must be to elevate the masses. Second, a 
complete, reliable preparation for college. The Am- 
erican system of education particularly in colleges 
is not merely a matter of technique, and knowledge 
but a system of sifting for leaders and stimulating 
intellectual enthusiasm. 
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Alfred High School has been approved by the 
New England College Entrance Certificate Board as a 
class A school. Our retention of this privilage de- 
pends much upon uniformity. a high standard and 
ability to cooperate with scientific educators. 


Extra Curriculum Activities 
The annual school play will be given in March 
for the benefit of the Senior class to help defray the 
expenses of graduation. The lower classes are plan- 
ning another play to be given during the spring term 
for the benefit of the Community Athletic Field. 


This school is included among the sixty partici- 
pating schools of Maine in the International Oratori- 
cal Contest. The orations must be origial and are 
to deal in substance with one of the following sub- 
jects: "The Development of the Constitution.” “The 
Present Significance of the Constitution.” The local 
winner will be chosen March 16, and will go to Port- 
land March 30, for the district finals.

To the Superintendent of Schools and Board of Edu- 
cation. Alfred, Maine: 


I am pleased to submit the following report: 


I think we may review the past year with satis- 
faction in regard to the progress in school music. 


Perhaps the outstanding event in the elementary 
schools was the production of the Operetta ‘The 
Trial of John and Jane,” given at Christmas time. 
This was staged in a.very satisfactory manner show- 
ing careful study, good tone production and inter- - 
pretation on behalf of the pupils, and excellent work 
by the grade teachers. 


The proceeds from this entertainment, together 
with a gift of money from one who desires to remain 
incognito, finished paying for the school piano. 


In the High School we are giving a course in 
Music History. Biography and Appreciation; an elec- 
tive course scoring one quarter of a point towards 
the. requisite number for graduation. It is interest- 
ing to note that nearly every student in school has 
elected the course. | 
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We have received a gift of fifteen dollars to be 
applied in the purchase of Victrola records for Music | 
Appreciation study. We are also under obligation 
to Mr. Harry Kelley for the loan of a Victrola for use 
in the High School. 


I would earnestly recommend the purchase of 
this, or if funds are available, an Orthophonic mach- 
ine for permanent use as it is practically impossible 
to study the best in music without the aid of some 
mechanical instrument in the class room. 


Should the proposed Radio nation wide “Better 
Music” program be adopted next year I would 
heartily urge its acceptance in our Alfred schools. 
The experimental programs broadcast from New 
York by the Symphony Orchestra under the direc- 
tion of the great conductor Walter Damrosch, with 
explanatory notes, was enthusiastically received in 
the schools of Portland, Deering, Scarboro and Old 
Orchard and listened to with much interest on Feb. 
10 and 17th, when radios were installed for the oc- 
casion. 


I wish to express my gratitude to our Superin- 
tendent, members of the Board of Education and 
teachers, for their never failing courtesy and _ co- 
operation which has been a great. factor in our very 
successful year.

Gentlemen: 


The following is presented as the twenty-fourth 
annual report of Parsons Memorial Library. We 
feel that each year adds to the usefulness of the 
library and that many of the town’s people as well 
as some from neighboring towns are coming more 
and more to defend on it for their reading matter, 
both for instruction and entertainment. 


The past year we have loaned 6,777 books which 
is over six hundred more than in the previous year. 
Of these nearly one tenth was non-fiction. which 
while not a large proportion, is an improvement. 


We have added 126 new books and renewed 20. 
Also have bound 18 magazines. Twenty-seven books 
have been discarded as worn out or out of date and 
more will have to be renewed soon. At present there 
are 9,575 volumes in the library. Number of per- 
sons holding cards, 361. 


We have been presented with 12 books, one, 
“The History of the Baptists in Maine,” was a gift 
from Miss Elizabeth Blaisdell of Waterboro and “The 
Aletheia; Spirit of Truth,’ was presented by the 
Shaker Society of Sabbath Day Lake. The others 
were received either from the publishers or _ the 
authors. 


We are adding a new magazine, ‘Music and 
Youth,” in the interest of the younger people who 
are studying music and have stopped two magazines 
that were not much read.
